INDtJSTHT-WIDE BARGAINING 
Presldent-EIect Elsenhower end the new 
congieu will be lutccd to toke a stand on 
proposal!! to outlaw Industry-wide- bargain- 
ing. 

Small business groups, economist^ and 
some large Industries are planning campaigns 
to make It on issue, with an eye to getting 
legislation to abolish the practice. 

Based on exp^tlcact with the device, the 
opponents of Indaatry-wlde bargaining have 
some convincing arguments against It. When 
It stuted It looked like a good means of 
settling labor disputes QUlckly and efficiently. 
Ttoday It IdoJcs like a big Industry versus 
smaU Industry glnunlck, and one generally 
loaded In favor of the strong national unions. 
' "trnlon^leadera have several^Rrguments for 
the case of Industry-wide bargaining. Thoy 
point out that it tends to equaUie wages all 
over the country. It helps pull up wages, and 
hence living conditions, in areas which other- 
wise would have very low pay scales. 

The big union heads t«U their locals that 
the device provided labor a chancq to put 
Ita best and strongest foot forward. Each 
union Ii actually represented by the best 
bargiUner the organization can produce, they 
say. They also claim that for the first tims 
labor can sit down at the conference table 
with Just as big guns as those mustered by 
Industry. 

Hie most convincing argument lor Indus- 
try-wide bargaining Is that It actually has 
tended to equalize vrages in the V. B. And it 
has probably won more total raises tor labor 
than it would have under the old system. 

But, its opponents lay, the device has 
actually lost more for the Individual worker 
in terms of his other rights than It has won 
him in wages. And In many cases, large 
blocks of workers have suffered financially. 
It can be proved.' 

Innumerable imall companies have folded 
~biictiUs6'tHey"littven*tT)een able' to keep going 
and pay the high wages agreed to by the 
larger companies. This has happened In the 
eoiU, trucUng and steel industries. Whole 
localities have been financially mined as & 
result. 

The quick answer is that Inefficient firms 
should be weeded out. But as Associate Su- 
preme Court Justlcs^Robert Jackson points 
out in a case touching on this subject, It isn't 
the right of bargainers for a union and a big 
Industry to make such a decision. 

It is further claimed that Industry-wide 
bargaining In ' effect takes away the in- 
dividual worker's right to strike, that it 
Tltiatea a proper settlement of his grievances 
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ana that the stnciiy local proDie{na"of'em~ 
ployes are lost In the big shuffle. 

Theoretically, the right to refuse to work Is 
an employe's biggest weapon in dealing with 
his employer. But with,, industry-wide bar- 
gaining he loses It as an instrument to im- 
prova his own working conditions.
